Weekly Review 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


Where the deluge was holding sway in the Western States, 
one of the prominent packers of that section, and a close obser- 
ver of conditions predicted that there would be a severe drought 
follow the excessive water, pointing out that this was the seven 
year period. It only remains to add that his prediction seems 
to be coming true, and not only of the west but of the entire 
country, to a more or less degree. 

Every section of the country has experienced extremely hot 
weather this past week, with very little rain, or where rains 
have fallen they have been of such a light nature as to be rather 
deterimental than beneficial. As is well known a light rain, 
coming upon a soil baked by such excessive heat, or even a sud- 
den heavy down pour of rain, only serves to moisten the surface 
and this has a tendency to draw the roots of the plants to the 
surface, where they are killed latter by the heat. To be of bene- 
fit a good, long continued, soaking rain is required, so that the 
soil will be well soaked to a good depth, and the roots will by 
this means obtain the moisture they need, without coming to 
the surface to seek it. Right now the drought is the big ques- 
tion with all canners, for it is recognized that in this section at 
least, east of the Alleghenies, both corn and tomatoes, to say 
nothing of peaches and apples, sweet potatoes and other crops, 
are in a condition where they will be most affected. 

_ Tomato plants should be ‘‘bushing’’ and taking on their 
blossoms, and corn beginning to tassel and take on good growth, 
all of which operations are hampered or entirely checked for the 
want of moisture. 

Elsewhere will be found a report of the Tri-State Associat- 
ion, covering the States of Maryland, Delaware and New Jersey, 
and which Association is credited with packing two-thirds of 
the tomato pack of che country, and it will be noted conditions do 
not look well by any means. The acreage is about the same 
this season as last, but the plants no not seem to be growing as 
they should, and a reduced yield is anticipated. 

Actual telegraphic advices, under date of July 15th, from counties in 


Maryland, show crops all needing rain. Denton, Caroline county, says:

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‘* Most of the corn was planted early, and this has been so hurt by the 
drought that not more than half a crop will be harvested. Peaches are 
hurt by the drought. Young orchards are generally reported full and 
fruit in good condition.”’ 

Westminster, Carroll County: ‘‘ For six weeks practically a drcught 
has prevailed in this county. There have been a few showers, but they 
came too late to be of much benefit to the early corn, which cannot pro- 
duce more than half acrop.’’ This isa Western Maryland corn-producing 
section. 

Frederick, Frederick County: ‘‘ Frederick county farmers are looking 
forward hopefully to gathering a fine crop of corn. Corn in some sections 
of the county needs rain, but in this vicinity drought was relieved by a 
good rain yesterday, and the outlook generally for this grain is encour- 
aging.”’ This is a heavy corn-canning section. 

Belair, Harford County: ‘‘Not for probably a decade has Harford 
county experienced such a drought as at this time. Several weeks have 
now elapsed since the county has had rain. Tomatoes and corn are feel- 
ing the effects of this, and it is freely admitted that there will not be 
anything like average crops. The tomato conditions are about the same as 
in 1901, when prices went soaring.’’ Harford county is famous as a 
tomato-canning section, possibly the heaviest in the country. ‘ 

Princess Anne, Somerset County: ‘‘The early crop has been a failure 
to the planters, and from statistics furnished frcm the county it seems 
there will not be over half a crop for canning purposes, as the vines are 
spindly, instead of bunchy, althougt late rains may make some difference.’’ 
This is on the Maryland-Delaware Peninsula, in the Tri-State territory. 

Easton, Talbot Connty: ‘‘ We had a heavy rain la:t night and Sunday. 
There will be a large tomato crop, and the fruit crop has been far above the 
average. All crops in Talbot this year have been larger than usual.’’ 
This is a heavy tomato-canning section. 


Salisbury, Wicomico County: ‘‘Tke drought has caused considerable 
injury to crops, but it is expected crops generally will be larger than for 
several years. The outlook was never better for peaches.’’ This section 
cans tomatoes in very large quantities. 

Cambridge, Dorchester County: ‘‘ Various scctions of the country 
report that the protracted drought has not only cut the tomato crop short, 
but corn is also suffering. The tomato growers estimate that possibly 
three-fourths of a full crop will be gathered, and expect an average yield 
of corn. Peaches are coming in slowly."’ 


These reports direct from the heaviest canning sections of 
Maryland tell the story as it exists today. Abundant rains and 
favorable weather from now on would, of course, greatly alter 
conditions. 

Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, and Wisconsin, and into Iowa all 
report need of rain and that corn conditions, and tomatoes, are 
being affected by this want. The acreage is generally reported 
short of last season, so that any damage done now will be felt. 

The pea crop in Wisconsin is not turning out as well as was 
hoped, but is running short, as has been the case generally this 
season. Still from actual observation, we are of the opinion 
there has been a pack of peas fully large enough to take care of 
all requirements this season, and we do not want too many over. 

String beans are coming on now, but are not doing as well 
as might be expected. New York State needs rain to help this 
crop along, as the slight showers they have lately had from 
time to time only tend to injure the vines, turning them brown, 
and increasing the danger of rust. 

The canned goods market here has shown little or no life, 
some demands for standard tomatoes, for both spot and future, 
and an evident determination on the part of holders to get better 
prices or at least make no further concessions, causing what lit- 
tle life there is. One prominent canner sums up the situation: ‘‘I 
am busy as the Dickens finding something to do.’’ Brokers 
could readily respond to this ‘‘me quoque.”’ 

But then this is the time to expect the canned goods market 
to be dull. It is so every year, during this vacation time, and 
the condition should not be ascribed to business depression, etc., 
nor even to the nomination of Bryan. It is rumored, and been 
apparent for many months, that the jobbers have determined 
upon making the canners carry the stocks until there is an ab- 
solute need of them. Canners can count upon this, and will do 
well to figure it in their calculations. They will have more use 
for their warehouses this year than ever before. It means a lot 
of money tied up in goods, and it will certainly mean a curtail- 


ment of the pack, for some canners—and yet we know there will 
be plenty. At least enough to keep the market prices from 
soaring. 

There are no changes to record this week, excepting possi- 
bly a few-slight shadings by some parties, but the market as a 
whole in this City shows no change. 

New York City reports the same condition of prices, and 
Chicago follows suit. From the Pacific coast come reports of 
canners being very conservative in their buying of fresh fruit 
from the growers, and a consequently much disappointed pro- 
ducer, who expected high prices to continue through this year. 

Sweet potatoes are attracting considerable attention. No. 
3 spot goods are quoted today at $1.20, because there are few 
or none to be had. As a contract, No. 3 sweet potatoes are 
offered at 85c. f. 0. b. county. 

Canners’ metals show no changes. 


THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE TO ‘‘THE TRADE” 


CHICAGO, ILL., July 15, 1908. 

New Peas.—The first delivery of new (Wisconsin) peas was made 
in Chicago by The Waukesha Canning Company. The Wisconsin Pea 
Canners Company also made deliveries this week of the first of their 1908 
pack, Lakeside brand. The quality is good. 

Weather.—We are having hot, dry weather. Had one pretty 
good rain during the week past, but it was not enough to prevent droughty 
indications among the vegetables. 

Alaska Peas Short.—The average ¢elivery of Alaska peas will in 
Michigan and Wisconsin fall one-third short of last year’s pack, according 
to the judgment of the pea sharps and experts. 

Sweet Peas.—The sweet varieties of peas, Horsford, Admiral, etc., 
promised well two weeks ago, bu: the conditions have changed. The 
vines so letters state, have shriveled at the tops, and on account of the 
weather gymnastics which we have had, alternating from heat to cold, wet 
to dry, the sweet pea vines are shriveling at the top, and there are matuie 
peas and many blossoms on the same vines. This means a reduced yield. 

Spot Tomatoes.—Stock is scarce on spot and in brisk request at 
82 4c. to 85c. for No. 3 and 85c. to 87%c. for Indiana No. 3 in a jobbing 
way. Gallons are quiet. I learn that a sale of 3,000 cases No. 10 was 
made this week at $1.90 f. 0. b. Maryland point. There is a big block of 
Indiana packed No. 10 here which the packers were offered $3.00 for last 
November and declined, but which they are now offering at $2.25. There 
are about 3,5t-0 cases in the lot, 1 dozen to the case. 

Canned Corn.—Maine packers are making a price of S5c. cannery 
to 87 %c. cannery on some small quantities of future corn, having concluded 
that they could risk the sale of some more. These offerings are probably 
based upon a better outlook for the crop. 

Quiet Spot Business.—Spot business is quiet and the movement 
in canned goods is unusually small and disappointing, except in tomatoes 
and cheap grades of corn. 

Canned Apples.—Several lots of gallon apples of poor quality of 
the Dunkley Company packing are hanging over the market and prevent- 
ing any reaction from taking place. 

Black Raspberries.—Michigan packers are having trouble filling 
their orders for black raspberries in gallon cans. They sold at $4.50 and 
$4.75, delivered at Chicago, and have been here among commission men 
trying to buy berries with but little success. 

Red Cherries.—The pack of red sour pitted cherries in gallon cans 
in Michigan is very much abreviated and quite a disappointment to pack- 
ers, They sold at $7.50 to $8.00 per dozen, delivered in Chicago for 75 Ibs. 
of fruit packed in the cans to the dozen, enamel lined sanitary cans, and are 
not altogether happy. 

Futures on Trial.—An intelligent salesman said to me today, 
“If the retailers lose out on their purchases of futures this year, the custom 
of buying futures will be practically killed. They are buying in a small 
way this year, but if the packers are foolish enough to again overstock the 
market, they might as well quit the game, for retailers will quit it entirely.’’ 

Interesting Facts.—The J. K. Armsby Co. has issued a brochure 
or pamphlet entitled ‘‘Interesting Facts About Salmon,’’ which is the most 
compact, complete and comprehensive given out. They are in great request 
and tell everything about canned salmon. 

No Pressure.—Western packers are not urging sales of futures, 
preferring to take their chances on the market. This applies to all lines. 

California Canned Fruits.—No heavy contracts for California 
canned fruits have been regulated so far this season, and the rivalry between

canners even for small orders, is intense. Shading and confidential dis- 
counts on the various lists are the rule, not the exception, and the pressure 
to sellis heavy. It is said, however, that this arises from lack of handling 
credit, rather than from other causes, and it is further stated that the out- 
put is going to be limited by that same cause, as the Pacific Coast canners 
are not in a position to carry the stock. WRANGLER. 


This From Kentucky. 


THE TRADE: Canning crop conditions here are not as favorable as 
I have seen them before, neither are they as favorable as they might be. 
We reduced our acreage 20%. The tomatoes that were set early are 
doing nicely in spite of the fact that we have had nothing but two sun 
showers during the past month. Those set late are making no growth, but 
are living. If we get one or two good rains in the near future, we would 
get, we believe, about 75% of the crop that we might reasonably expect 
from the acreage planted. However, if it continues dry, the tomatoes that 
are on the vines will be smaller in size than they otherwise would be and 
the plants that were set late will be exceedingly late in producing fruit. 
Selling futures on 100% guaranty is mighty risky business when you 
are betting on Providence. An individual packer cannot afford to take 
chances like that, particularly at the prices at which futures are being sold, 

The corn crop was planted very late indeed, so late that it is almost 


impossible for it to make over two-thirds of a crop under favorable condi- 
tions. 


This factory is not packing corn this year. 

It looks as if it would be a good idea for jobbers who expect to sell 
corn to cover for their requirements. 

Take the history of the other canned goods that have been packed up 
to date, and they have proven disappointments all along the line with few 
exceptions. ‘““FaIR 


What Next? 


According to the following clipping, Burbank has, at last, 
a rival that bids fair to rob the wizzard of some of his glory as 
well as revolutionize the potate and tomato industry: 

Alfred Soderman, Worcester, Mass., is growing potatoes 
and tomatoes on the same vine at the state agricultural experi- 


ment station there. Above ground the plants are tomato vines, 
loated with tomatoes, while in the ground are potatoes the size 
of an egg. 

It would seem that there is no limit to freak progagations 
in the vegetable kingdom. In fact, we would not be much sur- 
prised if some one succeeded in raising tomatoes or other vege- 
tables with a patent can attachment,—so that when the fruit 
was ripe it dropped off, right side up, and sealed automatically. 
Following this some one might cross the pea, corn and tomato 
so that the result will be a plant bearing a nicely printed circu- 
lar, done in green, yellow and red, relating to the canning in- 
dustry. In fact we are somewhat surprised that some one has 
not already combined corn and beans so as to raise succotash; or 
pork and beans so as to grow such a popular dish as an original 
product.— xchange. 


Opportunity in the South. 


In Georgia, Tennessee, South and North Carolina, and in fact nearly 
all the Southern States, farmers and growers are asking for canning houses. 
They have a great lot of fruit and vegetables going to waste on account of 
the long and expensive haul to the markets, and they intimate they would 
welcome a cannery, and in some sections even contemplate running one 
themselves, 

South Carolina is a good producer of sweet potatoes, which have proven 
a paying article in tin. Peaches, of course, are plentiful, and with the 
willingness of the grower to contract and the general gocd quality of the 
fruits and vegetables raised, we see no reason why good interest should not 
be realized on an investment there. 

The one objection may be the distance of the railroads from the best 
growing sections, but this is seldom the case, and :t will pay the man who 
first looks into the matter of locating in the South. 

The early bird catches the worm, and although there are now a fair 
number of canneries in the States referred to, there are not enough. And 
many are not up to date and progressive, but instead under the direction 
of a grower or farmer who is satisfied if he makes his own crops pay well, 
and in most instances contracting his whole output to one buyer.

jobbers’ Views 


Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 
Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 


Drouth in some parts of the country is hurting the outlook for some 
kinds of canned goods. It is believed now that the pea-packing season 
will close with a shortage of supplies. The pea market is firmer and 
canners are shutting down on the sale of goods for future delivery. The 
demand for standards and seconds for early delivery has been free, but 
holders are not eager sellers. Spot corn is firm. The demand for cheap 
goods is hard to satisfy. Future corn is slow, owing to the reluctance of 
packer to book orders with the crop outlook so doubtful. They ask 
higher prices than most buyers are willing to pay. Tomatoes are also 
affected ly the news of dry weather in the growing sections, and there are 
fewer sellers at the ruling prices of last week. Future tomatoes are dull. 
String beans are quiet. Asparagus is easy. Canned fruits of California 
packing are selling very slowly at the decline of 20c. per dozen, and market 


is easy, most buyers holding off for further concessions. Eastern peaches ° 


are easy. Southern berries are in demand. Salmon is firm. Red Alaska 
brands continue scarce. Puget Sound packers have begun work, but as it 
is an off-year, no very considerable results are looked for. Domestic 
sardines are still in light pack and market is firm.—erchants’ Review, 


Philadelphia. 


Tomatoes are unchanged in price, both spot and future, and are in 
moderate demand. Some new pack are already being offered at the pre- 
vailing price of 75c , but they do not figure to any extent. Corn is un- 
changed in price and in light demand. Peas seem to be wanted at un- 
changed prices. Deliveries are short everywhere, except in the South. 
New York State is delivering 40 to 75% and Indiana about 85%. Apples 
are weak and unsettled; demand very light. Eastern brands of peaches 
are unchanged in price and not wanted to any great extent. California 
canned goods are not moving on spot to any extent, and not for future de- 
livery. The recent declines made by packers from the opening prices 
have not’ stimulated buying very much, The small line of Baltimore 
canned goods is unchanged and in good demand.—Grocery World. 


Chicago. 


For the first time this season positive complaint is made of drought in 
the tomato-growing section of Maryland. The lack of rain is reported as 
seriously affecting the chances for the crop, and on this account canners 
are higher on futures and less willing to enter more future orders in their 
books. Coupled with complaints of drought in Maryland and at South- 
ern packing points are other advices from Indiana, where it seems the 
canners couldn’t get enough plants to set out all their acreage and that 
part of it that needed replanting. The tomato market is very strong under 
the circumstances and corn is firm. Corn canners look for a small pack 
this year. They expect it to be only about two-thirds the size of the mode- 
rate pack of last year, which gives prospects of a rising market for canned 
corn. Peas are firmer, because the crop was disappointing everywhere, ex- 
cept Wisconsin, and it’s too early to tell what will happen in that State. 
Beans are steady. The demand for spot canned goods is good and n.ore 
interest is being taken by retailers in new goods. Fruits are unchanged. 
Salmon is very firm. Demand, too, is good and spot stocks are so small that it 
is expected a complete exhaustion of salmon will soon be seen. Red Alaska 
tends to advance, Futures are firm also. Sardines are firm, with a god 
demand for consumption. Cove oysters are steady, demand being season- 
able.—Grocers’ Criterion. 


St. Louis. 


Collections are just about the same as a week ago—not particularly 
good and not calling far any lurid complaints. Tomatoes on the spot 
show rather more firmness than for a long time. Even with fresh tomatoes 
on the market the call for canned goods is excellent. One jobber says he 
has sold more canned tomatoes this month than during a similar period in 
any July he can remember. For good standard 3s the price seems to be 
pretty firm at about 95c. Some are offering a shade less and others want 
more, but 95c. is afair average just now. There are more inquiries and 
orders for futures than for many months, indicating that the retailers are 
getting a bit worried about future supplies. Peas are selling well at 
unchanged prices. Early Junes, which are moving much better than the 
sifted goods, are going at from goc. to $1.00, according to quality. No 
new goods and but very few samples of the 1908 pack have been received 
in St. Louis as yet. Corn is also a good seller for spot goods, with buyers 
beginning to feel around for placing futures. Some fair Iowa packing is 
going at 75c., but extra Illinois packed goods can hardly be bought under 
goc.— The Interstate Grocer.

Montreal, Can. 


Good demand for canned vegetables, also fairly good demand for 
canned fruits and canned meats. Canned fish are in good demand, espe- 
cially salmon. Dealers are buying last year’s pack in expectation of higher 
prices on the new pack. Fair demand for sardines and imported herrings, 
other lines somewnat dull. 

Toronto, Can. 


Business is rather dull in 1907 pack goods, and retailers seem to be 
holding off also on futures. Despite this, some firms report orders booked 
for future goods ahead of last year. The Canadian canners have announced 
a special offer on Middlesex brand goods, 1908 pack, to apply only to 
Ontario; of tomatoes, 85c.; corn, 75c., and peas, 65c., with a small dis- 
count. It is said that only 25% of orders are guaranteed to be filled.— 
Canadian Grocer. 

London, England. 

Salmon.—The improved demand from the country indicates that there 
is a large increase in the consumption of this article, and several large 
parcels of 1-lb. British Columbia flats have changed hands at very full 
rates. Stocks are now getting within a small compass, and the market all 
round is very firm. Lobsters are quiet, but it is anticipated that the reduced 
rates now ruling will induce more business. The Shenandoah has arrived 
with 5,631 cases and the Winifredian with 380 cases, the last named to 
Liverpool. Sardines.—Business is only of moderate dimensions, and 
buyers appear to be holding off in anticipation of easier prices, but the 
progress of the fishing in France so far and Portugal, according to reports 
received, does not strengthen this view. In the Norwegian smoked vari- 
ety, which are worth the attention of retailers because of their reasonable 
price, the new season’s fish, so far as can be seen at present, will be of 
excellent quality. The Iberia has brought 1,204 cases and the Eldorado 
1,662 cases, the last named to Hull. Fruits.—A slight reduction has been 
made in the prices of the lower grades of new season’s Californian fruits, 
and the lower values now ruling will, it is expected, result in more atten 
tion being given to this article. Reports of crops are favorable, although 
they have been suffering somewhat from drought, with the result that fruit 
will, it is anticipated, be smaller. Pineapples continue to go well into 
consumption, and the market is steady. The Hamakura Maru has arrived 
with 975 cases of pineapples. 

Liverpool, England. 

Salmon.—Trade has been very good during the last week, with a 

decided increase of business in one-pound and half-pound flats. Alaska is 


particularly firm. Sardines quiet—marking time, pending the news of the 
new pack, Fruits.—There has been a considerable activity in all lines 
during the week, probably because of the big demand occasioned by the 
excessively hot weather. Large sales have been put through for forward 
delivery, and as some of the early shipments of the new pack are expected 
over here in two or three weeks’ time, the attention of buyers is largely 
directed to that position. Pineapples.—The demand is exceeding expect- 
ations. Prices are firm. Nearly every size of cubes is practically cleared 
off the market, and shipments are anxiously awaited. Chunks are going 
out very well and whole pines continue to receive a very good amount of 
attention. The shipments to this country during the last six months fall 
short to the extent of some thousands of cases of the shipments for the 
same period of last year.—Gvocers’ Gazette. 


CROP CORRESPONDENCE. 


Quality Better; Quantity Less. 

Kokomo, IND., July 11, 1908. 
THE TRADE: Regarding the pea and tomato situation here, we would 
say that, notwithstanding the fact that the acreage this year is larger than 
usual, the prospects for a good crop are rather discouraging, owing prin- 
cipally to unfavorable weather conditions in the early spring. Peas ave- 
rage about one tun per acre and tomatoes about seven tons. But, while 
the quantity will not be up to the standard, the quality will be above the 

average. We also pack corn, beans and pumpkin.

Corn Less; Others About Same. 


One of our readers, located in the heart of Indiana, writes us: 

Referring to corn, peas and tomatoes in this section, would say, after 
careful observation, that the crop of corn will be somewhat less than in 
former years, while peas and tomatoes will probably be about the same as 
usual. Although this year’s prospect for crop yields is about an average, 
I think it has been on the decrease in recent years. Growers are demanding 
$8 per ton for tomatoes and Evergreen corn; $9.00 for Country Gentleman, 
and $35 for peas. The acreage of corn is less, and consequently the pack 
will be less, while tomatoes and peas will be an average. Probably half a 
dozen small factories will not run this season.

THE NEW YORK STATE LABOR LAW. 


An abstract of the Law that is hampering the canners of 
New York State this season is given below. A study of its pro- 
visions will reveal many things which come as direct hardships 
upon the canners, chief of which is the impossibility of working 
women more than a regular day’s work, and so prohibiting all 
overtime work, no matter how much perishable stock may be on 
hand. 


From the fact that a canner cannot work as he chooses, but — 


must take the crops as they come, and nearly always in a rush, 
would seem to make him a good exception to this ruling. 
Moreover, the Law was undoubtedly designed to break up 
sweat-shop labor and excessive hours in unhealthy, dark and 


poorly ventilated shops, and not to the splendidly aired and 
lighted canning factories, situated as they are in the country. 
The labor situation this year, fortunately, is such as to 
mitigate the difficulties canners would have in a normal year, as, 
for instance, last year. 
Many other States have laws similar to this, and thev cer- 
tainly work an injustice to the industry. 


ARTICLE I.—GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


§ 17. SEATS FOR FEMALES —Every person employing females in a 
factory shall provide and maintain suitable seats for their use, and permit 
their use thereof to such extent as may be reasonable. 

ARTICLE II.—DEPARTMENT OF LABOR. 

§ 30. COMMISSIONER OF LABOR.—The head of the Department of 
Labor is the commissioner of labor. 

§ 32. BuREAUS.—The Department is divided into into three bureaus: 
factory iuspection, labor statistics and mediation and arbitration. 

§ 33. PowkRs.—The commissioner of labor, his deputies and their 
assistants and each special agent and deputy factory inspector may 
administer oaths and take affidavits. No person shall interfere with, 
obstruct or hinder such officers while in the performance of their duties, or 
refuse to properly answer questions asked by them pertaining to the provi- 
sions of this chapter, or refuse them admittance to any place where and 
when labor is being performed which is affected by the provisions of this 
chapter. 

ARTICLE V.—BUREAU OF FACTORY INSPECTION. 

§ 60. Factory INSPECTOR.—The first deputy commissioner of labor 
is the factory inspector of the State and in immediate charge of the bureau 
of factory inspection. 

§ 61. DEPUTIES.—The commissioner of labor may appoint not more 
than sixty persons as deputy factory inspectors. 

§ 62. GENERAL POWERS AND DUTIES.—The commissioner of labor, 
the first deputy commissioner of labor and his assistant or assistants and 
every deputy or acting deputy factory inspector may enter any place, 
building or room where and when any labor is being performed which is 
affected by the provisions of this chapter, and may enter any factory when- 
ever he may have reasonable cause to believe that any such labor is being 
performed therein. The commissioner of labor shall cause the factories to 
be visited and inspected, during reasonable hours, as often as practicable,

Any 
lawful municipal ordinance, by-law or regulation relating to the factories, 
may be observed and enforced by the commissioner of labor. 

§$ 67. APPRENTICES.—The commissioner of labor shall enforce the 
provisions of the Domestic Relations Law, relative to apprentices. 

$ 69. Laws TO BE PosTED.——A copy or abstract of the provisions 
of this chapter applicable thereto, to be prepared and furnished by the 
commissioner of labor, shall be posted in a conspicuous place on each floor 
of every factory where persons are employed who are affected thereby. 


ARTICLE VI.—FACTORIES. 


§ 70. CHILDREN.—No child under 14 shall be employed or permitted 
to work in or in connection with any factory. No child between :4 and 16 
shall be so employed, ete., unless an employment certificate, issued as pro- 
vided in § 71, shall have been filed in the office of the employer at the place 
of employment. (Ignorance of the child’s age is no excuse for a violation 
of this provision. ) 

§$ 71. EMPLOYMENT CERTIFICATE.—Such certificate shall be issued 
by the commissioner of health or the executive or other authorized officer 
of the boa.d or department of health of the city, town or village where such 
child resides, or is to be employed, upon the application of the parent, 
guardian or custodian. 

§ 72. CONTENTS OF CERTIFICATE —Such certificate shall state the 
date and place of birth of the child, and describe the color of the hair ard 
eyes, the height and weight and any distinguishing facial marks of such 
child, and that certain papers required by § 71 have been examined, 
approved and filed and that the child has appeared and been examined, 

§$ 76. REGISTER OF CHILDREN EMPLOyED.—Each person operating 
a factory and employing children under 16 therein shall keep in such 
factory a register in which shall be recorded the name, birthplace, age and 
place of residence of all such children. Such register and the certificates 
filed shall be produced for inspection upon demand. On termination cf 
the employment of a child, its certificate shall be surrendered to it or its 
parent or guardian. The commissioner of labor may make demand on an 
employer in whose factory a child apparent/y under 16 is employed, and 
whose employment certificate is not filed, that such employer shall either 
furnish him within ten days, satisfactory evidence that such child is in fact 
over 16, or shall cease to employ or permit such child to work. 

$ 77. Hours OF CHILDREN, MINORS AND WoMEN.—No child under 16 
shall work in or in connection with a factory before 8 A.M. or after 5 P. M., 


nor more than 8 hours a day or 6 days a week. (2). No male minor under 1S 


shall work more than 6 days or sixty hours a week or between 12 midnight 
and 4A. M., nor more than ten hours a day except as provided in § 78. 
(3). No female minor under 21 shall work before 6 A. M. or after 9 P.M Pi 


* The provision of this section that females over 21 shall not work before 6 A. M. 
or after 9 P. M. has been held unconstitotional. 

and no female shall work more than 6 days or 60 hours a week, nor more 
than ten hours a day, except as provided in § 78, (4). A notice of the hours 
of labor of such persons for each day of the week shall be kept posted in 
each room where they are employed, and shall not be changed during the 
week without the consent of the commissioner of labor. Such person shall 
not work beyond the hours therein stated. (5). Where it is impossible to 
fix the hours in advance, upon application the commissioner of labor may 
grant a permit dispensing with such notice, upon condition that the daily 
hours of labor be posted and that a time book in a form approved by him 
be kept ond exhibited upon demand. Such permit must be posted wher- 
ever such commissioner may prescribe and may be revoked for a violation 
‘of this section. (6). Where a female or male minor is employed in two 
or more establishments in the same day or week, the total hours of work 
in all must not exceed those allowed by law in a single factory. And any 
person who employs a female between 6 P. M. and 6 A. M. in violation of 
this provision with or without knowledge of the previous or other employ- 
ment, is liable for a violation. 

§ 78. ExcrptTions.—A female over 16 and a male between 16 and 18 
may work over ten hours a day, (a) regularly is not to exceed five days a 
week in order to make a short day or a holiday on one of the six working 
days of the week; (b) irregularity in not to exceed three days a week; but 
never more than twelve hours in any one day or sixty hours in any one 
week; and provided that the provisions of § 77 as to notice or time book be 
complied with. 

79. -ELEVATORS AND HoIsTING SHAFTS,—If, in the opinion of the 
factory inspector, it is necessary to protect the life or limbs of employees, 
the owner, agent or lessee of a factory where an elevator, hoisting shaft, 
or well-hole is used, shall cause it to be properly and substantially enclosed, 
secured or guarded, and shall provide proper traps or automatic doors. 
The factory inspector may inspect the cable, gearing or other apparatus of 
elevators and require them to be kept in a safe condition. No child under 15 
shall have the care of or operate an elevator; nor shall any person under 18 
have the care of or operate an elevator running over 200 feet a minute. 

§ 8o. STAIRS AND Doors.—Proper and substantial hand-rails shall 
he provided on all stairways. The steps shall be covered with rubber

securely fastened, if in the opinion of the factory inspector safety be pro- 
moted thereby. Stairs shall be properly screened at the side and bottom. 
Doors shall open outwardly where practicable, and shall not be locked, 
bolted or fastened during working hours, 

§ 81. MACHINERY AND LIGHTING.—The owner or person in charge 
of a factory where machinery is used, shall provide, in the discretion of 
the commissioner of labor, belt shifters or other mechanical contrivances 
for throwing on or off belts on pulls, Whenever practicable, machinery 
shall be provided with loose pulleys. All vats, pans, saws, planers, cogs, 
gearing, belting, shafting, set-screws and machinery, of every descripti.n, 
shall be properly guarded. No person shall remove or make ineffective 
any safeguard around or attached to machInery, vats or pans, while in use, 
unless for repairs, and safeguards so removed shall be promptly replaced. 
Exhaust fans of sufficient power shall be provided to cary off dust from 
emery wheels, grindstones and other machinery creating dust, except 
where in case of woodworking machinery the commissioner of labor shall 
decide that it is unnecessary. If a machine or any part thereof is in a 
dangerous condition or is not properly guarded, its use may be prohibited, 
and a notice to that effect attached thereto. Such notice shall not be 
removed until the machine is made safe and the required safeguards are 
provided, and in the meantime such machine shall not be used. When in 
the opinion of the commissioner of labor it is necessary, workrooms, halls 
and stairs leading to workroomis shall be properly lighted. No male under 18 
or woman under 21 shall be permitted or directed to clean machinery while 
in motion. Children under 16 shali not operate or assist in operating 
dangerous machines of any kind. 

§ 82and 83. Fire EscaprEs.—Such fire escapes as may be deemed 
necessary by the factory inspector shall be provided on the outside of every 
factory of three or more stories in height. Each escape shall connect with 
each floor above the first, shall embrace at least two windows at each-story 
and be connected with the interior by easily accessible and unobstructed 
openings. The windows or doors to the landing of each fire escape shall 
be of sufficient size and located as far as possible from the stairways and 
elevator, and a ladder from such fire escape shall extend to the roof. 


Stationary stairs or ladders shall be provided on the inside from the upper 
story to the roof. 


Any other plan or style of fire escape shall be sufficient if approved in 
writing by the factory inspector. 

§ 84. WALLS AND CEILINGS.—The walls and ceilings of each work- 
room shall be limewashed or painted, when in the opinion of the factory 
nspector, it will be conducive to health or cleanliness. 

i 


§ 85. Stze oF Rooms,—No more employees shall be required or per- 
mitted to work in a room between 6 A. M. and 6 P. M. than will allow to 
each not less than 250 cubic feet of air space; and, unless by a written 
permit of the factory inspector, not less than 4co cubic feet for each 
employee between 6 P. M. and 6 A. M., provided such a room is lighted hy 
electricity. 

§ 86. VENTILATION.-—Each workroom shall have proper and sufficient 
ventilation, and shall be kept properly ventilated. If excessive heat be 
created, or if steam, gases, vapors, dust or other impurities render the air 
unhealthy, the room must be ventilated in such a manner as to render them 
harmless, so far as practicable. 

§ 87. AccIDENTS.—The person in charge of a factory shall report in 
writing to the commissioner of labor all accidents or injuries by any person 
therein, within forty-eight hours, stating such information relative thereto 
as may be required by the commissioner of labor (who upon request may 
provide forms therefor). 

§ 88. WaAsH-ROOM AND WATER-CLOSETS.—Every factory shall con- 
tain a suitable, convenient and separate water-closet or water-closets for 
each sex, which shall be properly screened, ventilated and kept clean and 
free from all obscene writings Or markings; and also, a suitable and con- 
venient wash-room. The water-closets used by women shall have separate 
approaches. Inside closets shall be maintained whenever practicable and 
in all cases when required by the commissioner of labor. When women or 
girls are employed, a dressing-room shall be provided for them, when 
required by the commissioner of labor. In foundries suitable wash-rooms 
with means for drying working clothes must be provided. 

§ 89. TIME FOR MEALS.—At least sixty minutes shall be allowed for 
the noon-day meal, unless the factory inspector shall permit a shorter time. 
Such permit must be in writing and conspicuously posted, and may be 
revoked at any time. Where employees work overtime for more than one 
hour after 6 P. M., they shall be allowed at least twenty minutes to obtain 
a lunch before beginning to work overtime. 

§ 90. INSPECTION OF FACTORY BUILDINGS.—The factory inspector, 
upon request, shall examine any factory outside of New York City, 
to determine whether it is in a safe condition. If it appears to him to be 
unsafe, he shall require such repairs and improvements as he may deem 
necessary . 

§ 91. BoreRs. Boilers used for generating steam or heat for factory 
purposes shall be kept in good order, and the owner, agent, manager or 
essee of such factory shall have such boilers inspected by a competent

duplicate thereof in the office of the factory inspector. Each boiler or nest 
of boilers shall be provided with a proper safety-valve and with steam and 
water gauges. Nothing in this section shall apply to boilers regularly 
inspected under local laws or ordinances. 


§ 92. LAUNDRIES.—A shop, room or building where one or more 
persons are employed in doing public laundry work by way of trade or for 
purposes of gain in a factory, and subject to inspection by the factory 
inspector. No such laundry work shall be done in a room used for a sleep- 
ing or living room. All such laundries shall be kept clean and free from 
vermin and contagious impurities. This section shall not apply to any 
female engaged in doing custcm laundry work at her home for a regular 
family trade. 


§ 93. EMPLOYMENT OF WOMEN AND CHILDREN AT POLISHING OR 
BUFFING.—No male under eighteen, nor any female, shall be employed in 
operating or using any emery, tripoli, rouge, corundum, stone, carborundum 
or any abrasive, or emery polishing or buffing wheel, where articles of the 
baser metals or of iridium are manufactured. 


§ 94. TENANT-FACTORIES.—A tenant-factory is a building, separate 
parts of which are occupied by different tenants, and one or more of which 
is used as a factory. In such buildings the owner is always responsible for 
compliance with the following sections of this chapter, viz.: 79, 80, 82, 83, 
86, 90 and g1 and with the provisions of § 81 relative to lighter halls. He 
must provide each factory therein with sufhcient and proper water-closets, 
plumbing and water supply. But he may provide proper and sufficient 
water-closets in the halls instead of in the factories; or, if permitted by the 
commissioner of labor, in the yard. He must keep all water-closets situ- 
ated in the public parts of the building in conformity with the law and 
must keep the building well drained, the plumting clean and sanitary, and 
cellar, basement, yards, area-ways, vacant rooms and spaces and all parts 
used in common in a clean, sanitary and safe condition and lighted if 
necessary. Ifa tenant by lease agrees to comply with any of these require- 
ments and fails to do so, the owner may dispossese him therefcr. 

§ 95 UNCLEAN TENANT-FACTORIES —If any factory, in a tenant- 
factory building, wherein articles mentioned in § 100 of this chapter are 
manufactured, etc., be so unclean as to be unsanitary or if contagious 
disease be found therein, the commissioner of labor may affix to all such 
articles found therein a label bearing the word ‘‘unclean;’’ and no one but 
such commissioner shall remove a label so affixed.

ARTICLE VII.—TENEMENT-MADE ARTICLES. 

§ 100. MANUFACTURING IN TENEMENTS.—No tenement-house nor 
any part thereof shall be used for the purpose of manufacturing, altering, 
repairing or finishing therein, any coats, vests, knee-pants, trousers, over- 
alls, cloaks, hats, caps, suspenders, jerseys, blouses, dresses, waists, waist- 
bands, underwear, neckwear, furs, fur trimmings, fur garments, skirts, 
shirts, aprons, purses, pocketbooks, slippers, pafer boxes, paper bags, 
feathers, artificial flowers, cigarettes, umbrellas, or articles of rubber, nor 
for the purpose of manufacturing, preparing or packing macaroni, spaghetti, 


ice cream, ices, candy, confectionery, nuts, or preserves, without a license 
therefor from the commissioner of labor. 


§ tor. MANUFACTURERS’ LISTS OF WORK GIVEN OUT,—Any person 
giving out any of the articles mentioned in § 100 to be manufactured, etc., 
away from his own factory or premises, or so giving out material to be 
manufactured into any such articles, must keep a correct and clear list or 
register of the names and addresses of the persons to whom he gives them. 
If they are to be so manufactured, etc., in any tenement-house, he must 
ascertain from the commissioner of labor if such house be licensed, and 
must not send them into any tenement-house which is unlicensed or in 
which there is any contagious disease. The register above mentioned shall 


be subject to the inspection of the commissioner of labor and a copy thereof 
must be furnished him whenever he may demand it. 


§ 102, Goops UNLAWFULLY MANUFACTURED.—If the commissioner 
of labor finds any of the articles mentioned in § 100 being unlawfully 
manufactured, etc., in a tenement-house, he may affix to them a label bear- 
ing the words ‘‘tenement made,’’ or he may seize and hold them until 


disinfected or cleaned. Noone but such commissioner shall remove a label 
so affixed. 


Penal Code, § 384-1. The violation of any of the foregoing provisions 
is a misdemeanor. 


The Peach Crop. 

The railroads have thoroughly investigated peach conditions and the 
Pennsylvania sums them up in this way on July 16th : 

Within a few days the markets of the North, which up to the present 
time have been getting peaches from Florida and Georgia, will begin to 
receive shipments from the Delaware-Maryland Peninsula. In order to 
have equipment at hand sufficient to move the crop promptly, the Penn- 


sylvania Railroad has made a survey of the situation, and estimates the 
Delaware season’s output at 1,779,030 baskets.

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The peach season is at its height in Georgia: It is estimated that the 
otal output from that State will be 1,000,000 bushels morethan for 1907. 
Approaching 4,000 carloads have already been forwarded to market. 
California, too, will furnish a large supply. 

An extraordinarily rapid movement of the Georgia crop is being made 
this year. Peaches are moving from Fort Valley, the centre of the State 
of Georgia producing district, to New York City in forty-eight hours. 
Only a few years ago it required a week for Georgia peaches to get to New 
York, most of the shipping then being by boat. By reason of the develop- 
ment of the refrigerator car and the quick movement of ‘perishable 
freight”’ trains, growers in any part of the country are finding it possible 
to place their product in fine condition at the most favorable markets. 

The railroads are now seeking to secure greater distribution of the 
crops. Through relations largely cultivated by traffic officers of railroads, 
the shippers are finding it worth while to ship to interior points, such as 
Utica, Providence, Elmira, Albany, Williamsport, Trenton, Harrisbnrg, 
etc., instead of pouring the whole output into New York, Philadelphia or 
Boston, with the attendant possibility of glutting the market. 

The peach crop from the Delaware Peninsula last year amounted to 
only 186 cars, by reason of adverse conditions. It is expected that this 
year it will require more than 3,500 cars to handle the output. With this 
idea in miud, the Pennsylvania Railroad is planning to send to the 
Peninsula during the next six weeks a large number of refrigerator and 
ventilator cars. These will be stored on side tracks and be ready for 
immediate use as the peaches are brought in from the orchard. Trains 
will then be made up as rapidly as the loaded cars accumulate and the 
cars will be rushed to market on passenger train schedules. Thus, peaches 
picked today in Delaware will be ready for consumption in New York 
tomorrow. 


Tri-State Packers’ Association Meeting. 


PRINCESS ANNE, MD., July 14th, 1908. 

Our meeting yesterday at Wilmington, Delaware, was not very well 
attended owing, possibly, to the fact that this is a very busy time with 
most of our members, and besides we have always noticed that when Pack- 
ers have no goods on hand they do not seem very anxious about the future 
or care for information. 

We, however, had a representative gathering and learned from formal 
reports received from Packers over the three States and from the individual 


reports of those present at the meeting that the 1908 contracted Tomato 
acreage is less than that of 1907 and the uncontracted acreage is greatly 
reduced from that of 1907, the latter having been occasioned by the high 
prices for field corn; the refusal of the Pennsylvania Railroad to furnish 
shelved cars for the transportation of Tomatoes and the prospect of a good 
peach crop. 

We also learned that the condition of the crop on this reduced acreage 
was by no means reassuring, because the weather for the past month has 
been very dry and hot over the thee States and is telling on the crop, and 
one week more of such weather, or should this hot weather be followed 
by heavy rains, great damage to the Tomato crop would ensue. Another 
fact brought out, was that many vines in the earlier patches showed a ten- 
dency to grow up straight instead of bunching, which was not considered 
a good indication for a crop, and besides the great majority of patches 
were either of late planting or had made very poor growth as the vines are 
small. It wasthe unanimous opinion that the next five or six weeks are 
the most critical period of the Tomato crop. 

A point not to be lost sight of is that there will probably be very little 
packing of the early crop Tomatoes, as the fruit this year is very poor in 
quality, besides the market for the canned article is so low that there is 
no inducement to pack. 

We adjourned to meet Monday, August roth, at which time we hope 
to have a more accurate idea of the conditions of the crop.

Canned Fruits in England. 


Mr. Henry Jacobs, vice-president of the California Canning Company, 
with headquarters in New York, lately returned from a five weeks’ trip to 
the English market, and in discussing the fruit trade generally says: ‘I 
found in England that the dealers are carrying a good deal of stock that 
cost high prices, and English buyers this year will not, in my opinion, buy 
canned fruits as freely as was done in the last season when the prices open- 
ed on a moderate basis. They will not, in my judgment, buy as many as 
las: year even. The stock they now have on hand cost high, and they have 
cut prices, as dealers have done here. In consequence the fruits are selling 
slowly. The stocks over there are carried by a few large dealers. This is 
one reason why the buyers are not anxious to book orders for future deliv- 
ery at the moment, and it is safe to say that on all except the well-known

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brands of fine quality the business this year will be slow. There will not 
be an overpack of fruits this season in California. This statement is based 
on the fact that a number of small concerns will be unable to operate for 
the reason that they are not fixed financially to carry on the pack. This 
feature in the situation is important, since, with the small packer unable to 
finance his operations, the competition is left to the larger concerns which 
have established reputations for their goods. This means that the grade 
of fruits packed will be better, and this fact will undoubtedly help the sale 
of goods when combined with moderate prices. For the English markets 
the quality must be good, otherwise there will be trouble. Only the best 
extra-standard grades in peaches, pears and apricots will sell in English 
markets. My advices from California since landing here are that there 
will be few ‘extras’ packed this season in California cherries. The quality 
and condition of the fruit have been inferior. Packers will do well to bear 
in mind that this year will not be a heavy-fruit-buying year. The de- 
mand will be light. This is shown in the fact that so little attention has 
been paid by buyers to the future apricots and peaches. My advice to the 
California packer is to go slow this year, and don’t overdo the export trade. 


Food Inspectors Find Canned Goods 0. K. F 


The State Pure Food inspectors of Pennsylvania after collecting and 
testing hundreds of samples of canned goods, have found them to pass the 
test with flying colors, complying with the pure food laws in every way. 

This, of course, is no surprise to the industry, but the apparent surprise 
it has caused the general public, only goes to show how little the average 
person knows about canned goods. This test, of course, can do the 


industry nothing but good, in that it will assure the public that canned 
goods are not only absolutely safe, but are good to eat. 


This is what THE TRADE has advocated all the time; educate the 
public as it should be by telling it the truth and giving facts to show 
that the goods in tin are wholesome and pure. Advertise your goods in 
such a way that the general public will see it, and do it in such a manner 
that it will understand and consume. Tell what the pure food law 
demands and that they should look on the label before buying the article. 
Or amore general plan would be to let a committee be appointed to collect 
a certain amount of money from each manufacturer, based on a per cent.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


Though it is to day one of the most important lines of bus- 

_iness in the world—because it is one of the main food purveyors 

to mankind—the canned goods industry is often entirely over- 
looked in the making of laws. 


This has been strikingly shown recently in New York State, 
in the Labor Law of that State. As the great majority of the 
States have Labor Laws of one kind or another, and many very 
simiJar to this, we publish an extract of the New York Law, be- 
lieving it will be found interesting reading. 

There are many features to this Law which on the part of 
its framers, show an utter disregard for or total ignorance of 
conditions existing in relation to the canning industry in that 
State—or in any other State in which such laws have been en- 
acted. We would be the last to harp on laws that aim to improve 
the conditions of the working classes, and especially of the 
children who are forced to daily labor. 

But there are considerations which apply to the canning in- 
dustry and entitle it to exceptions, without in the least working 
a hardship upon the laborers or annulling the law. And we 
think the law makers of every State should keep these in mind. 


Without going definitely into every feature of this Law, as 
published, we will take a few instances to illustrate briefly, ‘‘no 
children under 14 shall be employed at all.’’ ‘‘ If between 14 and 
16 years, they must have a certificate, and cannot work before 8 
A. M., or later than 5 P. M. No male under 18 shall work 
more than 60 hours a week. No female under 21 more than 60 


hours, and not before 6 A. M., or afterg P.M. And no woman 
shall work more than 60 hours a week.’’ 


Here are a list of hardships upon the canners that is is not 
hard to show are unjust. 

In the first place the great majority of canning factories, 
and those of New York State particularly, are busy during the 
children’s vacation period, and being situated mainly in rural 
districts, and the buildings so constructed as to afford plenty of 
light and air and ventilation, children of 12 to 14 could be em- 
ployed there without in the least injuring their health, and in 
fact to their own and their parents’ benefit. In short hours for 
these the canners heartily agree. 


Then if older, between 14 and 16, they cannot commence 
work before 8 A. M. nor continue after 5 P: M. Ifthe cannery 
could regulate its supply of raw steck, as any other manufact- 
uring plant can do, there would be no objection to this. But 
often the farmers cannot bring the goods in so as to be ready for 
these workers before 10 and 11 A. M.; or even where such favor- 
able conditions exist as to allow the factory to start up at 6 
A. M., the work can rarely or never be finished by 5 P. M. 

It frequently happens that the canner will take in his help 
at 7 A. M. and they will sit idle until 1o A. M. before the 
machines will have worked up enough to start the hands, and 
they are paid for these idle hours; then to stop them at 5 P. M. 
is unjust, and not desired by the hands themselves. 


Then the requirements that no woman under 21 or man 
under 18 can work more than 60 hours a week imposes a condi- 
tion upon the canner that is made a positive burden or heavy 


- loss by Nature herself. For the canner cannot regulate his 


supply of green fruits or vegetables at the factory; to do so he 
would have to regulate Nature. He must take them as they 
mature and are ready, or lose them for all time. And this loss 
cannot be regained. The crops that have been allowed to rot 
can never be reclaimed for food. Hence the canner is fre- 
quently obliged to work many hours overtime, though his hands 
are not compelled to do so, but do so voluntarily, for these 
occasions last but a few weeks at most. 


If the law makers had but kept this feature before them— 
that the canned goods packer must take the crops as fast as they 
mature, in order to preserve them for future use as food—that 
that is the very nature and object of the business—they would 
have seen the necessity for an exception. The canners do not 
seek or desire these long hours of work—these rushes in the heat 
of summer weather; but they have nochoice. It is with them 
either take the goods then, or do without for another year; and 
as they buy mostly on contract with their growers, they are 
obliged to accept the goods, even if they cannot get them into 
cans. ‘The loss therefore falls upon the canner who cannot 
handle the goods. 


In a normal season of business activity this law would cause 
an immense loss to the canners. The time in which they handle 
any given crop is so short that they could not possibly break in 
two or three sets of hands, even if they could get them. But in 
a year of average business they could not get the hands, so that 
there would be no possible way of handling the crops. 

This could but result in a greatly shortened pack of all 
articles, the ruination of many canners from the loss, and a 
greatly advanced cost of the goods to the people. 

Moreover, this requirement to get out of the workers all 
that a slave driver could possibly get, is bound to be at the 
expense of careful packing, and will be the strongest kind of an 
incentive to disregard quality in the goods, to do away with all 
sorting and selection for.the finest grades, and in a word tends

to sloppy, haphazzard work. ‘The whole question is made: get 
the goods into the cans any way. 


Thus it will be seen that such a law as this, applied to the 
canners, will tend to undo all the good work that State and 
National Pure Food Laws have been working on, and discourage 
the packers in their efforts to reach a higher standard in their 
work, and towards which all are now bending their efforts. 
Fortunately this year labor is plentiful, and no reaction in this 
way need take place this season. But we hope the Powers That 
Be will see the necessity of excepting the canned goods industry, 
on these points, and we will promise the members of the industry 
will more than make up by hearty co-operation on all other 
points. We will take up these others later on. 


PURE FOOD DON’TS. 

In order to keep the Pure Food Law well in front of all 
canners, so that they will not be caught in ignorance of the law 
and it’s requirements, we give here a few general pointers, as 
it were, covering the most likely occasions of falls. These are 
not all; but some worth remembering. 

Don’t—use rotten or decaying stuff for canning. 

Don’t—use fillers, sacharine or bleaches. 

Don’t—put sugar in peas without saying so on the label. 

Don’t—put sugar in corn without saying so on the label. 

Don’t—use colors, unless they are certified and their use is 

stated on the label. 

Don’t—be alarmed about your label, all the law asks is 

TRUTH. 

Don’t—use a fictitious name on the label. 

Don’t—label goods packed in water ‘‘in syrup’’. 

Don’t—call Kiefer, ‘‘Bartlett’’ pears. 

Don’t—say ‘‘pork and beans’’ if there is no pork in them. 


Don’t—claim a higher degree of syrup than used. 

Don’t—run a jobbers label on your goods unless it reads 
‘‘packed for’’, ‘distributed by’’ or ‘‘distributors’’. 

Don’t—forget you are putting up food for human beings. 

Don’t—forget an inspector may drop in at any moment to 
see what kind of stuff is being canned, and to ex- 
amine into the sanitary conditions. 

Don’t—forget that sanitary conditions count. 

Don’t—have stagnant pools of slop and water about the 
factory. 

Don’t—have heaps of refuse rotting at the door to polute 
the whole air of the neighborhood. 

Don’t—have the floors deep with spilled tomatoes, fruits, etc. 

Don’t—pile toinato skins and cores on the floor, like gar- 
bage, before running through the pulper. 

Don’t—be content with having the floors, tables, machin- 
ery, etc., clean after working hours. It is during 
working hours that counts. 

Don’t—be satisfied with washing out everything after work 


—and have the factory sloppy and dirty during the 
work. 


Don’t—be afraid of plenty of air and light, and whitewash 
(at least) on walls and ceiling. 

Don’t—fail to have sanitary, clean closets, located away 
from the peeling shed or canning room. 


Don’t—fail to have wash troughs for the workers—and 
towels. 


Don’t—be afraid to make all use them. 


Don’t—employ hands suffering with tuberculosis—consump- 
tion. 


Don’t—allow anyone to work with running sores on the 
hands. 


Don’t—think the law is not being enforced. There are 


possibly 100 inspectors, scattered all over the Coun- 
try to catch you.

NEW YORK MARKET. 


NEw York, July 16.—Hot weather with attendant vaca- 
tions have combined to reduce trade to the lowest possible terms 
and keep business going. Sales are made in a small way only 
and the buyer who looks forward and anticipates his require- 
ments is somewhat of a curiosity these days. It is understodd, 
however, that there is little disposition on the part of holders to 
urge sales and conditions are to that degree, at least, more satis- 
factory than they were a few weeks ago. Improvement is ex- 
pected with the return of leading buyers from their vacations 
and the beginning of preparations for fall. 

Tomatoes—The market for full standard 3s is fairly steady 
on the spot with advices from some packers quoting a higher 
range on full standard grades. Futures have been sold at 77 4c. 
regular f. o. b. factory and in some instances up to Soc. f. 0. b. 
factory is quoted on full standary grade. The market is ashade 
firmer on full standard grade old pack with outside figures paid 
inasmall way. Packers quote 75 to 77%c. f. o. b. factory and 
the tendency is toward a higher level. Ordinary standards are 
quoted at 70 to 72%4c. f. o. b. factory as to quality. Only a 
moderate interest was noted in No. 2s and gallons, and offerings 
of the latter have been made at $1.95 here. 


Corn.—A tair local interest in future Southern Maine style 


is noted at 55c. regular f. o. b. factory. State standards are © 


held at Soc. delivered with a fair prospect noted for the coming 
crop in most sections. Western corn attracts little attention 
from local buyers. Spot corn is steady, but quiet. 

Beans.—Sales of 1908 state pack strings are noted at $1.70 
for No. 1s and $1.45 to $1.50 for No. 2s. Spot No. 2s are scarce 
with full inside figures difficult to obtain. Southern strings are 
easy and sales of 2s are noted at soc. delivered here out of new 
pack. 

Peas.—A fair business is noted in seconds and standards 
and 65c. for seconds and 75c. for standards. Sifted grades are 
easy and a little dull. 

Asparagus.—The market is quiet and almost dull. Not 
much business is done in any grade. 

Spinach.—The market is practically dead, with sales made 
in a small way only and with business limited to requirements. 

Fruits.—A continued and irregular market is noted in Cali- 
fornia fruits so far as local buying trade is concerned. ‘The mar- 
ket is in favor of buyers and they seem in no hurry to take hold. 
In Southern fruits a fair sale of seconds and pie peaches has been 
recorded with offerings on a low basis less freely made. Seconds 
yellow offer at 7oc. f. o. b. factory for No. 2s and g5c. for No. 
3s. Pie peaches are quoted at 75c. for unpeeled and 85c. for 
peeled in No. 3s and $2.20 for gallons. Small fruits are firmly 
held, but at the moment are quiet. Gallons apples are dull and 
irregular. Pineapples are steady, but without much movement. 

Salmon.—Spot red Alaska is firmly held, but is less active 
with no large lots moving so far as can be learned. Holders 
quote $1.42% to $1.47% as to holder and brana. Spot medium 
red is firm, but suppliesarelow. Offerings are quoted at $1.27 
and up. A sale at $1.30 is reported to have been made here 
recently. Columbia river fancy chinook is firm as quoted. Stock 
arriving on contracts goes into the hands of buyers freely. Re- 
ports from the river note a continued light run of fish. 

Sardines.—The market is firm. Orders are reported to be 
accumulating in packing quarters and with deliveries on con- 
tracts light there is a steady clean up, locally. Prices are un- 
changed. Hupson.
